VVoluntary
contributions, contracts, grants, subscriptions, or fund-
raising activities may be used by NACCC as needed. The
NACCC Geuneit has authority to approve expenditure of
funds by a majority vote.

5. DUES AND FUNDING

5.1 In compliance with Washington state law, no dues will be charged to
members. Proceeds from voluntary contributions, contracts, grants,
subscriptions, or fund-raising activities may be used by NACCCas needed for
expensesapproved by the Executive Board of NACCC.

5.2 The Executive Board of NACCC has authority to approve expenditure of
funds by a majority vote of members present.

None of the earnings of or contributions to NACCC may be used to benefitany
private individual or organization.

5.3 NACCC may, in the future, establish an IRS Section 501(c)(3) tax exempt
nonprofit status. In that event NACCCshall be required annually to file a Form
990 with the Internal Revenue Service. Annual registration with the State of
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Washington is also required. Contributions to NACCC shall not be permitted as
a Federal tax deduction for the donor until NACCC’s nonprofit status is
established.
